MURRAY MORNING 

Prominent Citizen and Large 
Real Estate Holder—Active In 
Church and Financial Circles. 

FUNERAL HELD SUNDAY 

H. A. Oel/.e died Saturday morning at 
an early hour at his home in this city, 
after a lengthy illness Although his 
condition had been worse for several 
weeks, only himself, his family and 
physicians, realized that death was near. 
Mr. Oel/.e was one of the most prominent 
citizens of Cloverport. He was a man 
of deep interests, being a lover of his 
home, a faithful and active member, ot 
the church and a capable business man. 
His financial success was proof that op- 
portunities are as great in the small 
town a» in the city. He was a large 
holder in real estate. Mr. Oelze was 
director and stockholder in The Bank of 
Cloverport and also interested in the 
Cloverport Ice Company. 

Mr. Oelze was born In Madgebury, 
Germany, November 15, 1848. He was 
the son of Henry and Kathrine Oelze, 
who came to this country when their 
first born, Amiel, was two years of age. 
Forty-one years ago Mr Oelze came to 
Cloverport and in I860 he married Miss 
Adrian Heston He leaves his wife and 
their son, Robert Leonard Oelze, two 
Jtasters, Mrs. Nannie Jarlioe, of Hnid, 
•Oklahoma, and Mrs. Harrison Thurman, 
and one brother, Powell Oelze, of Troy, 
Ind. 

The funeral was held from the resi- 
dence Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock, the 
Rev. W. C. l'rank and Rev. K <>. 
Cottrell officiated. Sincere and 
heartfelt tributes were paid to Mr. 
Oelze. The services were a great com- 
fort to Mrs Oelze, who was lying ill a 
bed, suffering from a dislocated knee, as 
a result of a fall Friday, 

The interment took place in the 
Cloverport cemetery. Mr. Oelze loved 
flowers and very handsome ones covered 
his grave.

Believed Germane Are Preparing to 
M>k6 A H«eTd Drive Against French 
Line Near 8oleeone— Only Minor En- 
gagemente Engage Troopt. 

Paris (Special); IMminlsherl activity 
the past two days In western Buropo 
has been unusual, hut have been mark- 
ed by two significant operations. The 
(iermanH opened fire with their Heavy 
ptuna upon the French line north of 
Roissons, In the section where the (ler- 
mans In the middle of last month 
orored their only Important successes 
■Inee tbey took root In northern 
France. The bombardment of 'be 
French lino suggests that the invaders 
are preparing to make another on- 
slaught similar to their drive which 
bent the French line hack about 
ifcfhtMB hundred vaids January L6. 
It Is Ml considered likely however, 

that attache in tins quarter can pro- 
duce material advantage Tor the 
kaiser's i n apt, 

The only other Infantry movement 
was an attack by the Ceimnns in the 
tttterly contested region of P M MU OBI 
In the Champagne district. The 
Attack was repulsed. Elsewhere, from 
Arres to Khclms and from Argenne to 
the Vosges there were artillery com- 
bats hut no Infantry righting. 

The other operation of Interest 
marking a period of lessened activity 
MM the victory won by British troops 
between I. a Htissee and Hethutie. For 
many weeks the Hermans maintained 
themselves in a brick yard which 
which dominated a road between the 
Hermans ha e at I. a Massee. and the 
French base at Itetliune. A detach- 
ment of Hrilisb troops stormed and 
captured the Cierman position and 
drove them to a second line. Probably 
the most violent attacks delivered by 
the Germans in northern France hava 
been against the Itiitish troops Each 
lide has given way only to swing back 
to its original position. 

London, Feb. S.— Petrograd reports 
news trom Warsaw that the 
Germans west ot the H/.ura and the 
Ravka are withdrawing to position 
occupied west of I.odz, In the early 
part of December, and that the retire- 
ment is the lirst stage of a general 
retreat from Poland. 

The latest news of the situation on 
the short thirty miles west of Warsaw, 
ll confirmatory of the announcements 
Dl breaches in the QgrflMI line. Ac- 
r-ording to dispatches from Petrograd, 
the Russians have made further ad- 
vances along the lizura in the move- 
ment designed to turn the German left 
flank, and have crumpled the German 
center by fierce attacks on the Ravka, 
Routb of the Brora line. It Is reported 
that the fleneaiis were saved from 
M mplete rout only because of the in- 
nion .-e numbers of heavy BUM they 
had in support of their infantry.

Indianapolis (Special): As the result 
of the discovery of foot and mouth In- 
fection in Chicago. Indianapolis, Louis- 
ville, I in Halo. Cincinnati, Jersey City, 
| Pittsburg and Columbus, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has Instructed Ha 
Inspectors to close yards in those cit- 
ies to interstate shipment of live stock 
after shipment in transit bad been die- 
posed of. 

An order prescribing details and de- 
claring whether the yards will be per- 
mitted to continue to receive cattle 
for immediate slaughter will be issued 
later. As to shipments In transit, the

THE GOVERNOR'S RACE 

••.T.ok.Ion In Thi- Mart C ity MHtM 



The whole face of the earth Is cov- 
ered with candidate* tor C.overnor. 

No living man ever saw them in such 
large number and of such small caliber. 

Henry Hosworth was elected Treas- 
urer of Kentucky because he, as ShcrllT 
of Fayette county, arrested Caleb 
Powers as he was fleein* from Ken- 
tucky after the assassination of Wil- 
liam Ooebel. Then, after that, he 
wae elected Auditor for the State of 
Kentucky simply because he arrested 
Powers. Now he wants to be elected 
Governor of Kentucky because he ar- 
rested Powers. 

Mr. Hosworth has demonstrated that 
he had sulllcient ability to take an 
armed posse ana go into a railroad 
train at Lexington and arrest Caleb 
Powers, who was a passenger on the 
train. Again, as Treasurer of Ken- 
tucky, he has proven that when a 
warrant, say for a hundred dollars, 
was presented at the Treasurer's win 
dow for payment, he could accurately 
count out a hundred dollars in pay- 
ment of the warrant. 

He is now Auditor of Kentucky, but 
he has not yet shown that he is the 
best man in all Kentucky for the place. 

Besides, he is a part— a big part of 
the present State Administration: and 
that fact soon will be and ought to 
be— fatal to any man's political aspira- 
tions in Kentucky, from now until 
kingdom come.

II you 
please, why, in the same Mwtpaper 
article reference is made not only to 
the fact that certain "leaders" just 
before the primary election prevailed 
upon him to run, but also refers to the 
fact that he had made speeches upon 
occasion of jubilees and anniversaries 
and such functions given or held in 
honor of preachers— preachers Cath- 
olic, preachers Episcopalian, preachers 
Baptist, preachers Christian and 
preachers Methodist? 

Pray tell us, is there any connec- 
tion between the "leaders" getting 
him In. o the race just before the pri- 
mary election and this reference of 
having made speeches Catholic, 
speeches Episcopalian, speeches Bap- 
tist, speeches Christian and speeches 
Methodist?

At the Farmer*' Institute In Har 
dinaburg, Herbert HsO, successful in 
the poultry Industry in Brcckenridge 
county, read a paper written from ex 
perlenee on "Feeds and Feeding." 
Several valuabl* paragraphs from Mr 
Hail'* article are herewith published: 

Thia is a subject that has occupied 
the minds of all feeders of liva stock 
for a time past. The different food 
articles and their comparative values 
are not thoroughly understood by the 
majority of the novices in the live 
stock and poultry industry In thus 
article it is my desire to bring to bear 
on the minds of the farmers and poul 
try raisers the necessity of having an 
understanding of foods and how thay 
should be compounded and the part of 
any food value that is wasted by not 
giving this subject the proper study. 



Corn is a very tine feed in the proper 
time and in hands that know the re 
suits of corn in the different times of 
the year. Corn is rich in carbohydrates 
the property that ciuse oxidation or 
burning away uf the worn out cells; 
therefore, if corn is fed to an excess in 
summer it will cause too much tat and 
will produce an exc ss of heat and in 
connection with the external heat of 
season may result in apoplexy of the 
brain. Com is an excellent winter 
food and should be fed at night just be- 
fore the birds go on the roost. When a 
hen fills her craw with corn on a cold 
winter night she practically has a lit- 
tle ttova within heraelf to keep her 
warm, as the corn contains the heat- 
producing qualities. This is the same 
principal as a person eating meat in 
winter. Vou can rest assured that if 
you will feed cum at night that their 
combs will not freeze it matters not 
how poorly you have them housed; also 
the laying hen will feei mora vigorous 
the uext morning. 

o o o 

Wheat and oats are both excellent 
food*. They do not contain ao much 
heat- producing material as corn, but 
have ■ greater per cent, of muscle, 
bone and egg material in them. 

o o o 

BSti scraps contains two times as 
much protein as carbohydrates; there 
fore, it should be fed in connection 
wr.h the grain and mash feed. Vou 
maj ' 16 k: Why do this? From the 
simple fact, you supply the needs of i 
tlie body in this element and the hen 
can then convert the food she consumes 
into eggs without robbing her body of 
any necessary material for its nourish- 
ment.

(iranulated bone is very fine for 
growing birds, as it also contains a 
large percent, of bone and muscle 
material.- 

Ore;n Feed Important. 

(ireen feed is indispensable to a 
poultry raiser. It is not much trouble 
to get ( ggs and to have them fertile in 
the natural season, and to do so in 
winter— the unnatural season— yuu 
must make their feed like summer and 
to do so they must be well supplied 
with green feed. (ireen feed has a 
medical value and has a hygenic ef- 
fect upon the hen The simplest and 



probably the 



convenient way for ratuos of the foods. 



the most of you to have this green feed 
is: Just as soon as your garden truck 
will do to remove, do so, and sow your 
garden in rye, though if you have 
another lot convenient to your poultry 
yard, sow it. But this plan has its 
objections. For Instance, in winter 
when eggs are 50 cents per dozen, 
there comes a big snow and lays on for 
eight or ten days, your egg supply Is 
going to fall short, and in the spring, 
when you want fertile eggs and lots of 
them, you will want to plow the lots to 
make ready for a crop But if you will 
provide yourself with an expensive oat 
sprouter, as I have here, you can have 
green feed when you want itand in any 
quantities. 

Water Essential. 

Water should be cons dared as an 
essential food, as it contains a great 
deal of mineral matter that the fowl's 
body needs and pure clean water and 
plenty of it Is Inductive to the perfect 
health of the fowl. Au egg contains 
from 6-'> to 80 per cent, water: there- 
fore, plenty of pure water will aid in 
production of more eggs and if it is 
given to the warm in the winter time 
you will be amply repaid for your 
trouble, with the increased number of 
eggs. 

Table scraps also make a very line 
feed if fed properly. They should not 
be poured ou the ground in a sloppy 
state and then let the birds pick from 
them, but as they are gathered up in 
the kitchen, pour them up in some 
kind of a vessel and put ifl the potato 
and turnip peels, tie cabbage trim- 
mings and then cook them all well I 
dune and then add sufficient wheat! 
bran to make the mixture ci umhiy and 
give them only what they will clean 
up in a few minutes. 

Spiendid Feeding Atethod. 

A gooil methud of feeding layers and 
b' n den earl* of a morning as soon as 
the fowls come oil the rjost. They 
should be fed about one handful of 
cuinmerci.il scratch feed to every two 
hens, or about one pint to every ten 
hens. About ten o'clock scatter from 
oue to two square inches of sprouted 
oats, per hen. in the Utter to induce 
more exarcise, and in the winter time, 
along about three or four o'clock, feed 
theBl about as much of equal parts of 
corn, wheat and oats as fed of the 
scratch feed in the forenoon. Some 
recommend not to feed a scratch feed 
of a morning, but to give sufficient of 
the evening feed that they will not get 
it all before night and will have some 
still in the litter to work after in the 
morning. Always keep your hens 
well supplied with water, charcoal, 
grit and oyster shells. 

o o o

give you an idea of feed, their values, 
and what I considered a good method 
of feeding, and if you will compile 
you a table of the several feeds and 
their food values and study which and 
how much of the different feed to put 
together to obtain a balanced ration it 
will be of much service to you. You 
can obtain this table of food values 
from most any poultry journal, but if 
you haven't this handy, I would be 
glad to supply yi-u with a complete 
table with instructions how to find the

the temptation to send for the physi- 
cian or to get drugs at the slightest 
symptom of Illness tends to make 
them more and more dependent on 
outside helps and less able to control 
their physical discords. 

One of the most unfortunate things 
that has come to us through what we 
call "higher civilization" is the killing 
of faith in our power of disease resist- 
ance. During the frontier days there 
were little villages and hamlets which 
physicians rarely entered, and here 
the people were strong and healthy 
and independent. They developed 
great powers of disease resistance. 

There is no dnubt that the doctor 
habit in many families has a great deal 
to do with the developing of unfortu- 
nate physical conditions in the child.

The result is that the child grows up 
with this disease picture, doctor pic- 
ture, medicine picture in its mind, and 
it Influences Its whole life.

This becomes almost a mania with 
some women who have few 
activities to divert them.
